Spoilage, Waste, and Repair Problems 


Representatives Leading Plants Tell How They Are Trying 


Minimize 


POILAGE, waste,

The best methods conducting 
examining department formed the ba- 
sis the discussion led Robert 
Wessmann, president the 
Tapley Co., Long Island City, New 
York, who explained just how his 
plant was insuring the proper grade 
inspection each class produc- 
tion. Mr. Wessmann produced list 
points where inspection required 
sixteen different operations bind- 
ery work. 

Requirements for Book Inspection 
Foreman 

“There probably one man ev- 
Wessmann. 
“who can pile books and 
pick out the bad ones. others 
exasperating quality, but cer- 
tainly good thing for the bindery. 
Such man the sort man whom 
one would want put charge 
the inspection department. our 
plant, this the one man responsible 
for all quality work and for all in- 
spection. ranks one the fore- 
men. 

“In filling this position, the man 
must have the personality necessary 
with such job order not 
antagonize the men. Neither should 
his criticism take the form nag- 
ging. 

“As the books are examined, 3x5- 
inch slips different colors are put 
the places where the repairs are 
needed. One color used for lin- 
ing defect; another color used for 
wrong signatures; third, for in- 
verted signatures. When desire 
special tally, thus easy for 
make it. not all times 
keep tally the repairs made 
but special cases, where fin’ 
that there are great many paper 
defects for which are not 
ble, are then able make 
tally and take with the customer 
the matter charging these the 
paper maker.” 


Recording Production for Examiners 
and Wrappers

costs. 

Pamphlet binders New York 
were just low quotations, ac- 
cording George Washer Charles 
Francis Press, who declared that they 
per cent for the same job. 

William Albrecht the Albrecht 
Co. told the great increase the 
number printer’s binderies Bal- 
timore. 

“Fifteen twenty years ago,” said 
Mr. Albrecht, printer wouldn’t 
think going into the pamphlet bind- 
ing business. Today conditions are 
quite different, and there are many 
printers who are operating their bind- 
actual loss. One the ways are 
meeting the situation through or- 
ganization, and encouraging 
note that already have over fifteen 
binders interested the local asso- 
ciation.

“If impossible put 
the regular cost system, ask 
your bookkeeper accountant 
write any the members the 
cost committee for some simple con- 
structive data the subject. 
sure that the members the commit- 
those who ask for it. another al- 
ternative, there reason why four 
five shops each city shouldn’t 
get together establish some simple 
cost system. such case, would 
send Mr. Royer, former cost 
accountant and now chief cost ac- 
countant our plant, who would 
laying out simple and elementary 
and production record program. 
The only expense involved would 
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his travelling expenses.”

This set 
thinking and worked out little 
plan, which, with few modifications, 
think, could applied any plant 
where similar protest occurs. 
installed humidifier, started go- 
ing, but used water. had not 
been running two days before some 
the men complained about it, stating 
that they could not endure the moist- 
ure the air, that they were catch- 
ing colds, and on. These protests 
lasted for one week, all which time 
the spray had not been functioning; 
but strong was the imagination 
these employees that they really be- 
lieved that there was change 
atmosphere. When they discovered 
their error after the spray was really 
turned (the following Monday). 
they were mortified that never 
heard mention the matter again. 

“There altogether too common 
belief that moist air dangerous 
health, whereas the contrary 
and moisture must introduced 
dry atmosphere obtain good results. 

“Our own system has succeeded 
eliminating all static problems the 
pressroom and likewise has put 
end, hope, the warping bind- 
ing board.”

Cooperation and Improving Methods 
Manufacture

not pay any more business than 
elsewhere life. The purpose as- 
sociation such ours should 
get together help one another and 
the greatest service the 
public the same time.

Our purpose 
should never gouge the public 
and fill our own pockets the ex- 
pense theirs but rather how 
may improve our methods manu- 
facture that may pay living 
wage our employees and give the 
public article made good ma- 
terial, good workmanship, and 
fair price. 

firmly believe great busi- 
ness awakening along these lines. The 
signs are not wanting. the world 
slowly beginning realize the folly 
wars, business will time be- 
gin realize the fallacy internal 
fighting. optimistic enough 
believe that our business methods are 
the process complete reforma- 
tion. When this comes pass, only 
those will achieve success who have 
the vision tolerance and unselfish- 
ness and helpfulness.”

use imitation leather library 
binding, the use gold and roll gold, 
the elimination headbands, and the 
proposal away with sprinkling 
edges and the library stamp. 


Librarians Don’t Always 
Manufacturing Costs 

Following Miss Wheelock’s address, 
Mr. Barnard spoke briefly 
standardization library binding. 
“The argument for standardization 
course that wish turn out the 
best possible product the most rea- 
sonable price. 

“Those who express surprise our 
prices naturally have very hazy ideas 
our costs. Some librarians have 
idea overhead the manufac- 
turing costs that face the typical 
binder. The truth that costs 
lot more library binding than 
they think and greater realization 
this fact among the librarians 
the country would the advantage 
all concerned. librarians want 
bind their books, we’ll certainly 
the best our ability, but 
they must pay for them.” 

Questioned the practicability 


Realize 


libraries themselves undertaking 


the work binding, Mr. Barnard ex- 
pressed himself forcefully the effect 
that will never feasible pos- 
sible for majority the librarians 
enter this field. “The libraries 
the country, with very few exceptions, 
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would not find practicable enter 
the field library binding,” stated 
Mr. Barnard. 


“Despite all views the contrary, 
not believe that the average 
proposition. starts off 
theory that “it can get what wants 
when wants it,” that can many 
things which the library binder would 
not do, but sure they discover 
they run along that isn’t easy 
sounds. 

“This view does not prevent 
from cooperating with the binderies 
libraries. feel that can 
mutual help each other, and 
their functioning has helped many li- 
problems that confront binders 
and educate them work in- 
volved rebinding operations. The 
commercial binder benefits in- 
terchange views with the library’s 
own bindery, and sure there 
mutual profit from this relationship.”

The common garden variety 
price cutter may even regarded 
selfish, ungenerous, and malicious. 
The doctrine “Live and let live” 
sealed book him. 

Not from hearsay, but from per- 
sonal knowledge gained close 
association with three bookbinding 
firms, aware numerous “deals” 
put across price cutters who quoted 
figure for their binding appreciably 
lower than the cost material and 
labor utilized filling the order! 
some, this may seem like fairy-tale, 
but the truth. Here are couple 
actual cases the vintage 1925- 
1926: 

Flagrant Case 

certain bookbinder was requested 
submit quotation large order 
very large one. after events 
proved, didn’t take the trouble 
figure out personally the cost the 
job, but nosed around seeking infor- 
mation the price which com- 
petitor was accustomed this 
work. Some bright spirit, either pur- 
posely, inadvertently for fun, con- 
fided him price, but neglected

The work was awarded 
him the lowest bidder, and boasts 
all and sundry that while there was 
far more loss than profit the trans- 
action, would again keep 
the other fellow out! 


One (?) Will Underbid 

Now binder cuts price and gets 
job. For the sake argument, let 
suppose, has reasoned—of course 
hasn’t reasoned, but let’s suppose 
has—that because spineless 
figure quoted, one will underbid 
him the future. Now along comes 
another one his ilk, cuts the first 
pirate’s price, and Bingo! down 
goes the price again. Now Number 
spite his first cut and his fancied 
security order get the next 
“hand-out,” obliged cut again, 
and goes the 
against Pythias infinitum. Where, 
the end, does the proposition end 
up? follow price cutter’s tactics 
the bitter end, will ultimately 
paying the customer for the privi- 
lege doing the job; and many 
cases actually doing now. 
these facts “point moral and 
adorn tale”? I’ll say they do. 

WHY price cutter? first 
reaction is: “There should such 
animal.” Unfortunately does exist,

Well, why not let the com- 
petitor, like Lady Godiva, “Go 
Sooner later, will come his 
close. impossible continue pay- 
ing skilled labor what now demands 
and indeed what worth, plus the 
present cost the right materials, 
and the same time bind books be- 
simply can’t done The quality 
the work will deteriorate. Ultimate 
worthwhile customers will not stand 
for poor binding even though the price 
cut half.

torn, and wrinkled sheets elimi- 
nated. must further specify that 
properly packed for shipment 
that may arrive the printers 
good condition,—that is, must 
perfectly flat order that may 
properly printed. 


Methods Packing Paper for 
Shipment 


There are four methods packing 
paper for shipment. First, soft 
fold, interlapped. This has been the 
most economical way for the paper 
manufacturer, and consequently 
made lower price that method 
delivery. This, however, not 
economy the long run, there 
greater percentage spoilage due 
the wrinkling caused folding for 
shipment this manner. The result 
printing. Then when the binder re- 
ceives the printed product, has 
greater difficulty folding and con- 
sequent additional spoilage.

The present year has 
been excessive this respect, 
have suffered and been caused great 
loss through additional waste due 
excessive humidity. During the year 
1925-6 our company suffered consider- 
able loss because lack sufficient 
moisture the atmosphere and 
consequence installed the Bahnson 
System Humidification. This 
have found entirely satisfactory and 
even these days excessive humid- 
ity, the fans which operate have 
helped reduce it. This has been 
aided, however, additional heat 
our printing department. 


Trouble Due Lack Humidity

Necessary Spoilage 


What have said has direct bear- 
ing the amounts which the pub- 
lisher should allow the printer and 
very difficult matter standardize 
this percentage, depends upon 
the conditions heretofore stated, 
the quality and weight paper, and 
the quantity editions printed. 
Therefore, exceptions should made. 

However, accepting this fact that 
have proper climatic conditions, 
paper average strength, the printer 
and binder should entitled 
allowance five per cent over the net 
editions ten thousand and over 
for natural spoilage which cannot 
prevented, three these taken 
the binder and two the 
printer (assuming that printing 
one color, namely, black ink). there 
should additional colors, there 
should additional one per cent 
for each color for spoilage. There- 
fore, book printed black and 
two colors, the allowance for spoilage 
should seven per cent, four 
taken the printer and three the 
binder. (This based fifty pound 
basis seventy machine and 
English finish papers.) our plant, 
excess ten thousand have not even 
required the percentage allowed 
the publisher, giving him over-run 
times.

Spoilage Allowance “Set Work” 


The schedule percentages 
spoilage allowance worked out the 
committee has been very 
well done and our opinion 
course, this does not cover what 
termed the bindery “set work,” 
requires entirely different meth- 
handling than straight editions 
books. have found from our 
experience that large editions 
where all the folding done imme- 
diately completion the printing 
and are given the right bind 
quantities two thousand, can 
get percentage allowance of, 
say, four per cent for the bindery. 
have, however, well most 
binders, subscription books several 
volumes which are not active, that is, 
edition five thousand would 
sufficient for two years, sometimes 
longer. 

Binding orders are various styles 
and very often lots two hundred 
five hundred and the cost the 
difference binding department treat- 
ment, endsheets, etc., must 
covered the quantity given the 
binding order. Small binding orders 
result many set-ups, good deal 
additional handling, and, conse- 
quently, much greater spoilage. 
have found from our experience that 
this will come much ten per 
cent. the end the edition 
find considerable quantity over- 
sheets, necessitating often the print- 
ing various forms order 
make complete delivery. 


BOOKBINDING MAGAZINE 


have had considerable difficulty 
educating the publisher the point 
where will give such allow- 
ance and have tried overcome 
persuading him increase his binding 
orders. This again reacts the dis- 
advantage the binder, the pub- 
lisher usually plans take delivery 
more than takes orders for, giv- 
ing the binder additional investment 
and consequent carrying expense. 

very difficult matter lay 
down hard-and-fast rules per- 
centages waste depends large- 
ly, said heretofore, condition 
paper, size edition, and the 
amount the binding order. The 
only remedy explain detail 
the difficulties and the tendency for 
spoilage the publisher such 
way that will give what neces- 
sary for this purpose and apply 
the principles cleanliness and care- 
fulness the handling the sheets 
our own plant that may keep 
the spoilage down minimum. 


Cleanliness Taught 


have for the past few years ap- 
plied some very definite rules which 
have been successful. Starting with 
the folding room, cleanliness has been 
taught the men who oiled the ma- 
chines cautioning that all surplus 
oil wiped off. This will remedy the 
oil spots often found bound 
books. 

All bundles are required have 
wooden end boards which eliminate 
the creasing the ends the bundles 
sections where only cardboard ends 
were used. 

Collating System 

Duplicate sections and missing sec- 
tions have been practically eliminated 
our plant the use signature 
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marks the back sections, which 
book tell whether not all sec- 
tions are the time the book 
gathered. While the collator the 
end the machine may miss book 
with section out duplicate sec- 
tion, again checked the cutter- 
off the end the sewing machine. 
have laid very great stress the 
collating marks our plant, inas- 
much book with duplicate sec- 
tion with section missing with- 
out value and destroys not only the 
printing and the paper but also the 
binding cost, cannot repairec 
and only thrown into the scrap 
heap when returned. 

The casing-in books our plant 
upside down practically unknown 
each and every front endsheet 
stamped with the job number and title, 
which eliminates the question of, 
which the front back the book. 

When cleanliness and care are ex- 
ercised each and every department,

Seventy years ago, Edwin Fleming 
started book bindery Sudbury 
street, Boston. 1875 this plant was 
completely destroyed fire, but Mr. 
Fleming re-established his business 
Franklin street, and today 
Fleming and Company, with large 
plants Cambridge and Norwood, 
Mass., one the most prominent 
bindery plants the country. 

When Mr. Fleming died 1893 his 
interest the firm passed two 


grandsons, Charles and Samuel 


Fleming, who are still active the 
business. Charles Baker, starting 
with the business 1883, became 
partner 1901, when Charles Laurie, 
one the earlier partners, died. Mr. 
Baker has since been general man- 
ager, with Samuel Fleming the 
Cambridge plant, while Charles Flem- 
ing the Norwood bindery, one 
the three units the Norwood 
Press. 

The Cambridge plant building 
only six years old and, like the Nor- 
wood structure, model its kind, 
with modern equipment for the bind- 
ing school books, catalogs and simi- 
lar work, well sets, feature 
the firm’s business which includes the 
binding The Book Knowledge.
